[Text] Zambia and Zimbabwe were poised for an economic boom, the Permanent 
Secretary in the Minietry of Commerce and Industry, Mr Kabuke Nyirenda, said 
yesterday. 


in an interview, he said Lambia would soon sign 4 trade agreement which would 
strengthen economic relations between the two countries. 


Zambia and Zimbabwe were anxious to sormalize their relations politically 
and economically. Preliminary talke on the pact started in May this year 
when Zambian Government officiale met their counterparte in Salisbury. 


“These discussions continued during the Zambia Trede Pair and all that remains 
is to put finishing touches before an agreement is signed.” 


Accord 


The accord would be broadly based to involve Zambia's National Commission 
for Development Planning, said Mr Nyirenda, who was with the Zambian dele- 
gation which attended last week's economic conference in Salisbury. 


The conference was aleo attended by Malawi, Tanzania, Mozambique, Botswana, 
Lesotho and Swaziland. Meanwhile, Zambia and Malawi are building 4 railway 
link costing about $4,5 million. 


The Zambian Government recently started a World Bank project involving 
about $200 million. The project includes the renewal of 112 km of track 
between Mookamunga and Livingstone, work on the existing Kafue Bridge, 
installation of a centralized signalling system and replacement and repair 
of existing diesel engines. 


A total of 915 wagons and two cranes which have since broken down will be 
replaced under the World Bank loan.

MOL SAYS CHINA, KENYA SHARE COMMON PROBLEMS

the territorial integrity and policital independence of the Third World 
to achieve their own selfish ends. 


Speaking at a banquet given in his honour by Chinese Prime Minister Zhaop 
Ziyang, President Moi said: “The Third World must not accept perpetua- 
tion of these injustices and inequitable relations. [as published) 


Mincing no words, the President declared: "Politically the major inter- 
national institutions are effectively controlled by a few powerful 
mations. Although almost all Third World countries are now politically 
independent, they continue to be seriously disadvantaged and exploited 
in the economic field.” 


Referring to Kenya and China as sharing common problems, President Moi 
eaid as 4 group we prese for the acceptance and establishment of a new 
economic order, equitable international relations and respect for the 
accepted principles of international law and behaviour. 


He noted that the Third World gust be allowed to participate fully in 
all decisions that affected their peoples, stressing that Kenya and 
China should give great weight to the fact that they belong to the same 
group of countries which for many years have been downtrodden. The 
President pledged Kenya's full support in seeing that all forms of 
colonialiem, oppression and economic suppression by the super powers 
wae eliminated. 


Criticising big powers for spending 4 lot of their money on building up 
arme stocks, President Moi said: “One feels so unhappy about today's 
trends and developments at the internationa) level. 


While today many people were suffering from hunger, and other social 
problems in the Third World, some powerful nations were spending huge

quantities of valuable resources on the sterile and dangerous programme 
of stock-piling armaments," he said, 


President Moi observed: "Peace and stability will not come from acquisi- 
tion of more and more arms, lasting peace and stability can only come 
from human contentment in each and every country".

Kenya, he added, strongly believed in disarmament and in using the 
resources and technologies available for human development. In this con- 
nection, he declared, the 19808 would either be years of great achievement 
or a truly dangerous period for the human race, 


President Moi said the purpose of such State visits as he was making was 
to enable him to exchange views and ideas on many matters including seek- 
economic co-operation.

MINISTRIES MUST PROTECT CITIZENS FROM ‘GREEDY LANDLORDS' 
Nairobi DAILY NATION in English 16 Sep 80 p 6 
[Editorial] 


[Text] The way some landlords are collecting rent these days leaves a 
lot to be desired. Their actions are brutalising wananchi unnecessarily. 
These crooks are hiring thugs to collect rent for them, and do a lot 
else. Early last week we carried a tragic story of tenants who were 
attacked by seven hired thugs when they were sleeping. The thugs 

came armed, not just to beat up the tenants but also to remove doors. 
They terrorised the tenants for several hours, beating children and 
adults alike so systematically that none escaped without a cut, a bruise 
or a broken bone. These tenants were bearcen by people acting on instruc- 
tions. The landlord argued that they had not honoured his quit notice. 
For their part they argue, quite consistently, that they were looking 

for alternative accommodation, but that, given the short notice and the 
generaliy tight housing situation, they had not succeeded. 


In the middle of the week, in Mombasa, a magistrate authorized a land- 
lord at Maweeni Kongowea to demolish houses occupied by 70 families who 
he claimed owed him rent arrears totalling 24,000/-. The demolition squad 
was hired by a court broker. Lawyers have assured us that the tenants, 
who were kicked out at night, will also be required to pay for the 
demolition costs! Whatever the legality of the eviction, is it fair to 
evict tenants at night and at the same time destroy their belongings? 
Even if they were squatters, why were they not allowed to take away 
their belongings? The sentiments expressed by the Mayor of Mombasa, 
Coun. Rajab Sumba, that the people were “subjected to downright humili- 
ation and harassment under the pretext for law" are noble, but they do 
not in any way help the poor tenants. 


Towards the end of the same week 600 people were evicted by hired agents 
at Mbotela, Nairobi. Here again the agents broke down doors and phys- 
ically manhandled the people. These tenants were waiting for a rent 
dispute hearing on September 20 before the Rent Tribunal, yet the land- 
lord chose to hire people to brutalise the tenants. It has been 











reported that the tefants, whe work fer one company, used te lweve their 
rent paid by the company. The landlord broke thie arrangement 0 a6 to 
get @ chanee to ratiee the rents since it is easter to harsee individuals 
than to tangle with companies, who ueually ineiet on written ont) aete 
being honoured, 


The Mayor of Nairobi reacting to the earlier Nairobi @ ictions, said 
the incident highlighted the activities of “get-rich-quick greedy and 
selfish landiorde that wae giving Nairobi a bad nape". Although we scree 
with \\@ about the reputation of the city, we think the issue of people 
being mistreated is quch mere important than the reputation of our 
suguet capital, tt is in this content that we are encouraged by the 
action of the Provincial Commissioner's office in Noirobi about the 
Mbotela evictions, We are told it has inetructed the ™ of the area to 
reinetate the evicted tenante until euch time ae alternative housing is 
found for them, We hope that in future any landlord who umilistes 
wananchi in « similar manner is taken to task in 4 similar manner, 


in the past, it seems, law enforeere and other authorities ave been 
seen by the landlords to alwaye be on their side, In the firet case 
ited, the landlord went to the polic* and denied having sent the thugs! 
The police are therefore etuck. In the Mombasa case, ‘he local MP Said 
Hemed, vad to travel ail the way to Nairobi to make representations to 
the authorities, 


Nobody denies landlords the right to get a fair return on their invest- 
ment. Ae Mayor Kahara eaid last week, tenants have an obligation to pay 
reasonable rente qutually agreed between them and the landlords. § If 

thie faile, there is alwaye the Rent Tribunal to arbitrete. What is not 
acceptable to the people of this country ise the practice of throwing 
tenants out in the cold even when their side of the story is valid. They 
are entitled to decent treatment even though they are poor. The molly- 
coddling of crooks should end since the way they treat Kenyans is not in 
keeping with the aepirations of this country. 


it ie time the Minietry of Loca! Government as well ae the Miniaetry of 
Urban Development and Housing get together and define legal and adminis- 
trative waye of protecting wananchi from greedy landlords. They should 
ensure that the kind of abuse which is being inflicted on tenants by 
crooke is stopped tamediately. The law on rent enforcement needs updating 
to protect tenants. Buy aleo important ie the need to find ways and 
means of controlling land speculation, which is the single most important 
cause of runaway rent increases, and by implication some evictions. 


Many iandlords are important people. Perhaps this «plains why the 
authorities are reluctant to apprehend them. Even if thie is the case 
it is etill wrong that they should act as they wish ond they quet be 
made to comply with the law, as nobody is above it.

Five of these will be ready this year. They are: The Iriani Tea Factory 
in Nyeri, the Gatunguru Tea Pactory in Murang'a, the Theto Tea Factory 

in Kiambu, the Kapset Tea Factory in Kericho and the Sanganyi Tea 
Factory in Kieii District. 


The rest will be ready by next year, Agriculture Minister G. K. 
M'Mbijjewe said in a speech read on his behalf by Assistant Minister 
Patrice Ivuti at Baraton, Nandi District, during the Weet Rift Valley 
Tea Growers field day. 


Mr. M'Mbijjewe, however, eaid farmers should grow enough tea to provide 
the new factories with enough tea leaves. 


He said the KTDA had now entered ite fifth plan under which the planting 
of 25,000 >sres wae under way. 


At the end of the plantation programme in 1982, the total tea acreage 
under the KTDA will be 135,140, the Minister said. 


He called for co-operation among the tea growers, the KTDA and Govern- 
ment officials to ensure the success of the programe.

[Text] Investment contracts totalling $235.6 million for projects in 
Liberia are being negotiated by the National Investment Commission (NIC) 
with a number of investors. 


This includes an $18 million iron and steel plant for which a contract 
is being signed between the Government and some American investors. 


The NIC is also in the process of concluding negotiations with a group 
of investors for the construction of a $51 million brewery. 


In July this year an investment incentive contract was awarded to the 
Indo-Liberia Glass Company for an $8.5 million factory. The NIC is 
awaiting the ratification of the contract by the PRC. 


Other investment contracts awarded include the building of a steel 
rolling mill to manufacture steel rods, etc, and a factory for the manu- 
facture of clay bricks, dry cell batteries, nails and umbrellas. [as 
published] 


Contracts have also been awarded for the expansion of a number of existing 
enterprises, such as the Liberia Glue Company, the Baker Home Grown 
Poultry, Maryland Wood Processing, and Monrovia Breweries. 


According to reports, Prof. Dew Tuan-Wleh Mayson, Acting Chairman of the 
NIC, “an important feature of all these...is that they are, for the most 
part, using local resources. [as published] 


He said that for example, the steel plant will use local iron ore, the 
glass factory will use local deposits of silica sand, and the brewery 
will use local rice, etc. 


Another importart feature of these projects, he said, is that NIC has 
insisted on the companies implementing training programs to ensure early 
Liberianization of the staff. 


"We consider this aspect of the new investment contracts to be of major 
importance, for this is the only way we can ensure that the necessary 
technological skills and training are passed on to Liberians," Prof.

According to the population division of 
the Planning and Economic Affairs 
Ministry, of the 1.527.378 school age 
population in 1979. only 240,076 attended 
school The majority of those who did not 
attend during the period that 71.2 per cent 
of the 1.7m. population were illterates in 
1979, but the figures receeded to 69.5 per 
cent in 1980, showing an |! per cent 
increase in literacy 

This rate may be acceptable, but is not 


substantial, gven the fact that majority of 
the literates merely read and write and are 
handicapped by inadequate availability of 
facilities to acquire the technical skills 
needed for development programmes and 
competitive jobs openings. 

The Education Ministry recorded 5,064 
school teachers in 1979, but only 1,625 
were certificated The Minstry also 
recorded 214,193 students from 1,321 
schools during the same year Schools have 
been unable to accommod tc ihe growing 
student population, let alone (he impending 
student explosion that ught compound the 
student accommodation problems. 

Estimated to cost $24m. annually. the 
programme might tax the country beyond 
its resources, for shortly after the PRC 
Government came to power, (he Planning 
and Economic Affairs Minister declared 
that the deposed Government ‘left the 
country broke”.

Master Sergeant Doe had earlier 
commissioned a committee, headed by the 
Education Minister, to study the high cost 
of school uniforms which “imposes 
unbearable financial constraints on the 
poor families” 

As the first stage of the programme, the 
Education Minister has abolished fees for 
public schools up to high school level” He 
also declared Governments commitment 
to “subsidise 50 per cent” of local college 
students tuition. 

The Education Ministry initiated another 
measure to enhance the productivity of 
public school teachers and to provide jobs 
for unemployed tramed teachers. Last July, 
it sacked ''75 persons otherwise employed 
and doing part-ome teaching at public night 
schools; many more are expected to be 
affected in the exercise. 

The Ministry hes appealed to private 
schools to reduce fees, ‘to conform to the 
Government free education programme — 
But private school authonties are said to be 


pryielding and are construing the appeal as 


an attempt to take over their schools. 

The Government spends $3m. annually 
to subsidise private schools, covering "55 to 
60 per cent” of their annual cost. Despite 
this astronomical subsidy, private school 

_ fees are not only exorbitant, but continue to 
soar. The Government is said to be 
re-assessing the programme in respect of 
private schools. 

For instance, the Government gives a 
$300,000 annual subsidy to Ricks Institute, 
a Baptist Junior College, of which the 
monthly cost is said to be $25,000. Thus it 
appears that the Institute is being funded 
entirely by the Government. But its fees are 
still said to be so exorbitant that only the 
wealthy families can afford them. 

The programme has earned the 
Government increased popularity, particu- 
larly among the poor. Nevertheless, given 
the situation of the ading economy, it needs 
a “lot of sacrifices” to en ure its success. 

But from the uncom romising manner 
with which the Government is spear- 
heading the programme, the people seem 
convinced that it is not just one of those 
political promises they have been

CHIRAC SUGGESTS FRANCE SHOULD HOST A CONFERENCE ON NAMIBIA 
Paris LE MONDE in French 21-22 Sep 80 p 6 

[Article: "Chirac Criticizes France's African Policy") 
[Excerpt] Floating the Notion of a Conference on Namibia 


"The United Nations has failed in ite search for a negotiated settlement 
in Namibia. A new procedure must, therefore, be discovered if we are 
to speed up the process of decolonialization in Windhoek," said 

Jacques Chirac on Friday, 19 September. At city hall in Paris he had 
met with about 10 correspondents who were experts on African affairs. 
Before he was to talk with the mayor of Algiers, who was passing 
through the capital for a few hours, Chirac spent over an hour and a 
half discussing the situation in the dark continent, especially the 
situation in southern Africa. 


After paying homage to black nationalist Robert Mugabe the mayor of 
Paris etated: ‘The Zimbabwe question was settled on the initiative 
of Great Britain.... A solution to the problem of Namibia is urgently 
called for since violence in that part of the world has escalated 
dangerously.... It is up to France to concern itself with the issue 
for two reasons: 1) the five Western powers have so far failed to 
make any concrete recommendations; 2) the negotiations begun under 

UN auspices are not yielding and will not yield any results. 


"France cannot restrict its endeavors only to French-speaking African 
countries," Chirac went on to say. "The French Government should 
propose that a peace conference on Namibia convene in Paris. To be 
sure, we would consult our most serious African partners, the UN 
secretary general, SWAPO, whose leader, Sam Nujoma, seems favorably 
inclined in this direction, our Western colleagues, the Republic of 
South Africa, which is suffering from the increased military outlays, 
the frontline African states, including Zimbabwe, which seem inc lined 
to give us a hearing...” 





Urged to clarify hie line of thought, Chirac said: ‘“Firet a favorable 


climate has to be created,... Obviously the South Africans will have 
to make some peatures, if only by signing the non-proliferation treaty 
and freeing Namibian political prisoners.... France could then tesue 


invitatbona to the conference that I am recommending should be he 


For Chirac, it is to France's advantage to promote anything that might 
help preserve stability in southern Africa. Actually, he believes that 
French-South African trade relations have grown considerably, especially 
since South Africa has become France's number one coal supplier, leading 
even Poland, and owing to the extent of French purchases of South 
African uranium. Politically, France should help keep the peace in an 
area that is especially vulnerable on the strategic level; morally, 
Chirac believes France has a reaponsibility firmly to support any 
initiative likely to contribute thereto. 


He indicated that he would like to see Pretoria's leaders ‘abolish 
apartheid and alter South Africa's power structures to permit the 
establishment of a confederation of states." The mayor of Paris then 
raised the possibility of "a preliminary conference with an African 
elder statesman, say, Ivory Coast president Felix Houphouet-Boigny, 
in Abidjan." He also ineieted on the need to “reintegrate the 
Republic of South Africa into the community of nations." Not only 

is it the sluggishness of the Western powers that has induced Chirac 
to recommend the initiative for a conference on Namibia, but also, 

he says, “the Federal Republic of Germany's lack of an African policy, 
with 35,000 individuals of German ancestry in Namibia. And the 
paralysis of the United States which will not take any action pending 
the November elections...”

Use Decree, He said that the decree should be amended to make for 
personal security, fairplay, revision of credit, housing, medical, 
educational and health facilities. Professor Martin liere of the 
University of Nigeria, Neukka observed at a public lecture in Neukka 
that the migration of rural population to urban areas had persisted, 

in spite of the decree. This, he said, was because the existing infra- 
structural and social facilities in the rural areas were inadequate. 
These, he said, included good roads, water, electricity, hospitals, 
recreational centres. Besides, the rural dwellers enjoyed no benefits 
during ill-health, unemployment, death, invalidation accidents or for 
one child care, he added.

"Since modernising agriculture implied the 
provisions of roads and other forme of infrastructures," he said, "the 
decree should stipulate that these duties be carried out by the Federal, 
state and local governments because individuals cannot bear their costs." 
Professor Ijere observed that such a step would allow the decree to 
stop the drift from urban to rurai areas.

BROKEN BIT SLOWS DOWN TEST OLL DRILLING 
Victoria NATION in English 11 Sep 80 pp 1, 2 


[Text] A broken drill bit in the Owen bank oil exploration well has forced 
the Amoco Seychelles-chartered drill ship, Diamond M Dragon to stop normal 
drilling operations for about two weeks. 


The drill ship was test drilling at 4,374 metres (14,357 feet) deep on the 
Owen Bank west of Mahe when the drill bit broke off in a very unusual manner. 


Oil company and drilling staff are at a lose as to how the pin end of the 
bit--the threaded pari “ere the bit screws into the drill pipe--could have 
snapped off, effectively blocking the well as the bit could not be extracted. 


"It just happened...it is just one of those things that we certainly do not 
wish for but which can happen," a baffled Amoco Seychelles spokesman told our 
reporter. 


A broken drill bit in a well is one of the very costly hazards ail drillers 
and oil companies fear like the plague. Only the potentially disastrous 
blow-out could be worse. The company had to bring in special drilling crew 
from Europe equipped with a specialized ‘Dyna drill’ so as to go round the 
offending “fish"--as an obstruction in a well is called. 


First of all, once the drill pipe was pulled out, a cement plug was pumped 
into set above the “fish.” Then about 30 metres higher the Dyna drill, 
deflected by a steel wedge on the cement plug, bored at an angle through the 
well casing and into the surrounding rock in a gradual curve that goes round 
the sealed part of the well. This process is known as side~tracking. 


The Dyna drill was then pulled owt and the ordinary drill, with a new bit, 
went back into the well. The side-tracked part of the well is some 300 
metres long and wide enough to allow the flexible drill pipe to follow the 


contour easily. 
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The Diamond M Dragon expects to resume normal drilling either today or 
tomorrow but is now well behind echedule. It had expected to reach the 
target depth of 4,572 metres (15,000 feet), where it hopes to find an oil 
pocket, late last August but now does not expect to finish the well until 
the end of this month. 


Once the Owen Bank well is completed the drill ship will move to another 
exploration site on the Reith Bank, also west but closer to Mahe.

EDUCATION MINISTER SEES STUDENTS AS REFLECTING NATIONALISM

STUDENTS = demonstrations = which 
plagued parts of West and Central Africa in 
the sixties, hardly touched Sierra Leone. If 
Sierra Leonean students were apathetic, in 
the sixties, to their political situation and 
condition 1977 saw a dramatic change, with 
the students not only ——— ihe 
political direction and leadership but 
demanding a say in the political process.

President Stevens countered by saying 
that the students held no mandate from the 
people of Sierra Leone. who had elected 
representatives, at the same time conceding 
that some of the matters raised were of 
constituvional proportions, which only 
Parliament could handle 

Although it was not stated, the 
Government made some concessions: 
elections, graduates in the cabinet, a special 
assistant in the office of the President to 
advise on youth affairs and the declaration 
that ‘brains were now needed to run the 
affairs of Sierra Leone 


The students of Sierra Leone have, since 
1977, been growing in political stature, they 
uve expressed solidanty with Libernan 
students, with Liberia's MOJA and PAL 
and threatened demonstrations and strikes. 
Njala University, the countrys only 
agricultural college in the Northern 
Province, where there are still pro-SLPP 
sympathies, despite the one-party system, 
has always been restive, living conditions at 
the campus have always provided a basis for 
unrest and their actions have aiways been 
supported by the other colleges in Freetown 
and also by secondary ood primary school 
pupils. 

The Government of Sierra Leone 
recently announced that i1 1s taking over the 
supply of electricity and the provision ot 
water supply to the College.

He said he wished the UVANC leader, 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa, wae in the House to comment on the fact thet numbers 
of black Security Force Auxiliaries went to South Africa--"They were re- 
eruited by the South African regime and are still in che Transvaal’, he 
said.

(Text) Prometione to the army have been discontinued until a new Zimbabwe 
National Army hae been formed, the Prime Minister and Minieter of Defence, 
Mr Mugabe, told lerliament yesterday. 


There are, therefore, no plane to appoint « successor to General Walis, 
who wae divalesed ae head of the Joint Military Command on Tuesday, until 
that exercise i+ completed. 


Mr Mugabe is happy with the present arrangement whereby the four membere 
of che Joint Migh Command--Z2ANLA commander Mr Rex Nhongo; the commander 

of ZIPRA, Mr Lookout Maeuku, the ermy commander Lieut-General Sandy McLean; 
and the commander of the Air Force, Air Vice-Marshal Frank Museell--are 
“working on the baste of equalit, *. 


In bie reply to queries and issues raised during a debate on the defence 
vote, the Prime Minieter said: “We would like promotions to take plece 
only in the context of «a single aray. 





“Vetll that exerciee te complete, the arrangement whereby they (Joint High 
Command mesbere) are working on the basis of equality should continue." 


Since General Walle went on leave in June, pending retirement in December, 
there hee been speculetion that Mr Mugabe aight invite « Commonwealth oi1i- 
tary man to head the army before a Zimbabwean is appointed later. 


The Prime Minister couched on a wide range of defence issues yesterday. 
Defending the planned movement of guerillas from assembly points to Chit- 
ungwize and Entumbane, he asked: 


"Where do we want these sone of the soi) to live--permanentiy in the bush 
like animale?” 
Taet rument 


Mr Mugabe made the point strongly that guerillas were not to be excluded 
from urban areas while those they fought against in the war were accepted. 
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“We are net going to disertminate againet them, They are the inaetrument 
that brought about Lancaster, The treatment we have given them eo far is 
unfair,” 


The Prime Minteter hae asked the Joint High Command to present to him a 
‘satlefactory plan" to ensure discipline will be enforced in the te nnorary 
accommodation to which guerillas are to be moved, 


The longeeterm plan, he explained, was to house them in military barracks 
here thelr arme would be properly stored and released to them when neces~ 
sary, 


lie criticised some elements of the police force, saying he had received 
“very disturbing ceporte from all over the country about the conduct of 
some members’. 


“The teargae-minded policeman has no room, in ay mind, in our force," he 
warned, and referred disapprovingly to the incident on Independence night 
when police fired teargas in Rufaro Stadium. 


Some members of the police had tarniehed the name of the Minister of Home 
A‘faire, Dr Jowehua Nhome, and ‘de own by claiming they were performing un- 
popular acte on the inetructionse of the Minieter and himself, Mr Mugabe 
said. 


Ordered 


Saving there were elemente in the force which must transform, Mr Mugabe 
told cheering MPa that the police had been ordered to cease raiding she- 
beens and haraseing hawkers. But he did acknowledge that police moves 
against them had been correct in law. 


The Prime Minteter epelt out the dual role for the Army as security and 
production and announced that « programme to integrate ZANLA and ZIPRA 
forces with the RAR was being worked out. 


Because of initial problems of a lack of infrastructure, not more than 
nine battalions of ZIPRA and ZANLA would be integrated by the end of the 
year. 


Wiile accepting there had been problems caused by some guerillas in assen- 
bly points, Mr Mugabe felt only a minority “not anywhere near 1 000", com- 
pared to about 35 000 guerillas still in APs, had geen involved. 


He identified three causes of the incidents--provocation, boredom and in- 
discipline, and added: “I think rather than denigrate them, it is time we 
paid them compliments for their behaviour."

MINT SEEKS RIGHT TO STRIKE COMMEMORATIVE COINS

[Text] Strikes of a different kind will soon take place in this country 
if negotiations, currently underway between the authorities and a local 
company, are concluded successfully. The company, Livingetone Mint, located 
in Bulawayo, is applying for the right to strike commemorative coins similar 
to the recent British 25p coins celebrating the Queen Mother's 80th birthday. 


Zimbabwe's coinage at present is minted by the Pretoria Mint. Mr J.S. 
Boscome, vice president of Livingstone Mint, considers that it is now time 
to start thinking about doing our own minting, beginning with the commemora- 
tive issue. Not only could we mint our own coinage, said Mr Boscome, but 
that of our neighbouring countries as well, 


Contracts 


These countries now have their coins struck by either the Royal Mint or 
the Italian Mint. Deliveries from both these mints are delayed by con- 
siderable business backlogs. Mr Boscome feels that Zimbabwe should take 
advantage of this situation. 


"We consider this to be an opportune time to get into the market for the 
whole continent of Africa," he said, adding that, “South Africa not only 
has poor relations with these countries but poor quality blanks to work 
with as well." 


Home Industries 
Mr Boscome is confident that Livingstone Mint can produce coins of the same 


quality as the Royal or the Italian Mints as the technical know-how is as 
good here as anywhere in the world. 


"All we need," said Mr Boscome, “is the proper equipment, which we shall 
soon have." 











Livingstone Mint ie expecting new minting machinery from Germany to arrive 
in October. Thies machinery will use blanks imported from Germany and Italy. 


In operating since 1979, Livingstone Mint is part of the Matthew's Manu- 
facturing Co. (Pvt) Ltd., which has been involved for over twenty-five years 
in engraving, die sinking, and the manufacture of medals and badges. 


Said Mr Boscome, "It's time to look to new horizons. We can't keep flogging 
Rhodesiana for the next twenty years." 


Despite the ambitious scope of future development, Livingstone Mint has 

no intention of going into competition with the Krugerrand. In the past, 
however, the company did try to interest the authorities in the minting of 
a Zimbabwe silver dollar.

"Our external policy is guided by socialist principles hence we support 
SWAPO of Namibia in its struggle against injustice; the ANC and PAC of 
South Africa against apartheid; the Polisario Front of Western Sahara and 
the PLO (Palestine Liberation Organisation)," he said. 


President Banana said his country was working towards a regional common 
market that would exclude South Africa, to which his country wae presently 
tied economically. 


He thanked the Romanian Communist Party for the material aid to Zimbab- 
wean guerillas during the eight years of war. 


"Comrade Ceausescu is a sincere and devoted friend who was united with us 
in blood,” he said. 


Romania, he said, was training Zimbabwean students and his own State visit 
should be viewed as a "consolidation of our friendly and strong revolution- 
ary ties that bind the people of our countries." 


The President said his Government was seeking ways of transforming the 
Zimbabwean economy to a socialist one. 


Earlier, thousands of flag-waving Romanians had jostled to catch a glimpse 
of the President. 


After landing, Mr Banana and his wife, Janet, were given bear hugs and 


kisses by Mr Ceausescu and his wife, Elema, and a 21-gun salute boomed in 
the background.
